The harbor of Csnea, the destination of 


the vessels, is protected by * well pre- 
served fortress, one side of which extend* 
down to the edge of tbe water, The east- 
ern sldo ot tbe fort U about l,WfO feet long, 
the southern side 2,400, and the wei tern 
side ),8«0. These walls are protected by 
four ra'mparls, two of which face the val- 
ley and the other two the sea, and the 
whole Is surrounded by a deep and wide 
ditch. Tbe northern side of the city Is 
bullt'down to the harbor, which Is partly 
protected by a chain of rocks hardly visi- 
ble above water. Upon these rocks Is a 
wall 1,130 feet long, In the middle of which 
IB a strong rampart. At the eastern end 
of this wall Is a tower with a lighthouse, 
the light being visible twelve miles away, 
At tho weetern end there Is a fortress with 
a few old-fashioned guns. Alth9Ugh the 
harbor of Canea is larger than that of 


or Relimo, It Is very shallow and 


ean accommodate only small 
vessels. 


Large ships usually anchor In the bay of 
Souda, which Is divided Into upper and 
lower bays. 


Tho harbor of Souda Is, strictly defined, 


the upper bay, being five mile* long and 
one mile and three-quarters wide, with a 
depth of 450 feet. On a small Island at the 
entrance of the harbor Is a fortress with 
twelve Krupp guns. On the • southern 
bore of tbe harbor is the Mediterranean 
navy, yard of Turkey: It is In this harbor 
tha't most of tbe European men-of-war 
sent to Crete find safe and comfortable 
anchorage. 
• 


The city ot Canea, being the seat of 'the 


governor -general, has clean streets, fine 
houses and some public buildings of con- 
siderable pretensions, such as (he govern- 
or's 
headquarters and the court house, 


both 'of which are of modern construction. 
The military hospital, two armories and the 
health office also are One structures. The 
population of the city Is estimated at H,- 
010, of whom 4,750 are Greeks and 9,500 
Turks, 160 Israelites and 200 Roman Cath- 
olics Nearly every European government 
Is represented by either a consul or a con- 
sular agent Most of these representa- 
tives live In the small town of Halepa, 
about half an hour's walk from Canea. 


Halepa. became quite famous on account 


of the well known treaty of 1878 that was 
signed there by tbe Cretan plenipotentia- 
ries and the sultan's envoys/ On lofty 
ground, covered with olive, pomegranate 
and almond trees, commanding an excel- 
lent view of Halepa and 
the 
country 


around It,.there stands the famous Otto- 
man Tower of Halepa, built by the Jani- 
zaries. It Is well fortified, and has been a 
refugo for Turkish families In revolution- 
ary times.

At present there Is no man more trusted 


by (the Cretans than the Orand Old Han 
of Crete, old Costa Veloudakes, the per- 
manent president of the revolutionary as- 
sembly, and a scion of one of the- oldest 
famine* of the Island. 'He haa Just cele- 
brated his ninety-nfth birthday. 
He ha* 


taken part In every revolution on the island 
during his time. In the eight-year revolu- 
tion of 1821 he was at the head of a strong 
Cretan force, having distinguished himself 
by liberating sixty-eight Cretan women 
beld In bondage In'a Turkish fortresa. > He 
Is a man of few word*, but whenever, he 
speaks his utterances carry great weight 
His courage is proverbial. ' At the battle of 
the fountains In ISM he was nghtlnc beside 
his-two sons when a. bullet kllled''.6be of 
them. Without flinching he gave orders to 
carry the dead from'tbe battlefield; he 
continued fighting until the enemy were 
repulsed. In 1878 he was proclaimed com- 
mander-in-cblef ot all the 
revolutionary 


forces on tbe Island, and was subsequently 
selected with two other Cretans to proceed 
to the German capital, during the drawing 
of the Berlin treaty, to lay before the rep- 
resentative of the powers the claims ot 
Ihe Cretans.

To give evidence of the low esteem In 


which Turkish promlsei are held by the 
Cretans it Is necessary only to quote the 
remarks recently made by one of the most 
conservative members of. the Cretan.revo- 
lutionary committee. "Turkish firmans," 
he said, "granting reforms remind me of 
the Blory>f the schoolboy caught-in.mis- 
chief by his teacher, and then resorting to 
all sorts of excuses and promises ot belter 
conduct so as to escape punishment.\ So H 
Is with the sultan and his firmans grant-/ 
Ing privileges to the Christians ot Crete, 
you may always look ,for them whenever 
some high-handed rascality haa been com- 
mitted by his people and'the foreign gov- 
ernments look sternly at him.

jecture. The most trustworthy census on 
tho Island was taken. In 1831, by order ot 
Governor Photlades, and Is regarded

competent authorities, botb Christian and 
Mohammedan, as fairly houest. It gave a 
total population of 279,165. Of these 205,- 
010 wcro orthodox Greeks, 73,234 Moham- 
medans, 253 Roman Catholics, 8 Armen- 
ians, 617 Israelites and 
13 Protestants. 


Nearly all tho inhabitants speak Creek. 
Even the Mohammedan priests and teach- 
ers nso. the Greek language in explaining 
tb.0

N'ol far from Retlmo is a range of hills,

Christian families. Tho mountains are cov- 
TCd with pine, chestnut and cedar trees, 
,nd abound In springs of excellent water. 
On tho southern coast of Crete there afe 
ew settlements of any Importance. The 
nly noteworthy spot Is the harbor of Fair 
lavens, mentioned In tho Acts ofthcApos- 
les, chapter 27, verse S, in which the ves- 
cl carrying St. Paul to Malta found ref- 
uge. Vessels today usually seek refuge In 
ho samo port Iu bad weather. There are 
>ut a few small, houses at Fair Havens, 
and these aro occupied by Turkish officials 
stationed there to report to the Aga of 
Deakl, tho chief village of this district, the 
massing of vessels. 
These officials have 


Ittlo to do. On Iho east side of tho bay 
hero aro the ruins of an old Greek chapel 
dedicated lo St. Paul; legend has It thai 
ho chapel was built on tho spot on which 
tho anostlo stood when ho preached to the 
natives of Crele. 


An AgreetMe CllMate. 


Xo island has » healthier or more agree- 


able climate than has Crete. In tho hot-! 
test days of summer refreshing sea breezes 
are seldom lacking, and winter, which be- 
gins in December, ends about the latter 
part of January. The rainy season often 
continues until late in April, but It very 
seldom rains In the summer. 


A chain of mountains divides the Island 


into what are called the northern and 
southern slopes. One third ot the island 
consists of rocky slopes, another Ih'rd has 
a fairly good soil, which remains unculti- 
vated lor want of farm hands, and the 
other third is cultivated only rudely for 
the same reason. Tbe cultivation of fruit 
remains as it was centuries ago. Tha want 
of progress Is owing to the repelled acts of 
Injustice committed against the Christian 
farmers by the Turkish tax gatherers. 
Oll\'es and their oil are tho slaple products 
of Crete. Valleys from ono end of the 
Island to the other are covered with olive 
trees.

Tbe American Bible Society, like In 


American Board, was established by Chris 
tiai people: who .held Different views 
church order, but were agreed in the Im 
portance of proclalmlngthe goepel tbrough 
out the world. 'Ea~ch organization was i 
itself an illustration of Christian unity 
endeavor and wort. It caine about In th 
providence of-God that 'some of the con 
stituents of tbe Board thought it better o 
the whole that the oversight of foreign 
missions should be controlled by churc 
boards and not by voluntary societies, 
their withdrawal left the direction of i 
fairs almbat entirely in the hands of Con 
sregationalists. Tbe Bible Society, on tl

Immigration Bill at Lut S*nt to th« 


Prdldent. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17,-The immigra- 


tion bill, which bat been se zealously 
championed by Mr, Lodge end favored by 
nearly all the New England Senators, and 
which has be«D (ought over In the Senate 
at different times during both setslonu of 
the present Congress, and several limes 
modified to meet the strong objections of 
different Senators, was finally passd by the 
upper bouso ibis afternoon by a vote ot It 
to 31, and now goes to the President. Tbe 
unall majority In favor ot the bill caused 
general surprise, as it was not supposed 
that the opposition was numerically 'so 
slrojig, A good deal of it waa undoubtedly 
developed during the four hours' debate 
today. It was participated In chiefly by 
the opponents of tbe measure, and was fol- 
lowed with a good deal of Interest. The 
strongest criticism was directed against 
sectlrm 4, which applies to citizens of Can- 
ada and olber countries who come into the 
TJnlted States seeking work for a short sea- 
son of the year only. Indeed, Ibe other 
sections of Ihe bill are regarded as only 
slightly modifying existing law.1 One of 
the strongest arguments against the bill 
was made in a speech by Mr. Palmer of 
Illinois, who In two weeks will yield bis 
seat to William E. Mason, and thus close 
an exceptionally honorable career In the 
Senate, to which he was first elected ax 
long ago as 180?.
